Whooyer wishes to study the romance of 
rushing waters, gray ocean waves, . light 
blu fakés, Whosb clear mirror smiles to-day 
and ‘to+:morrow fs storin-tossed rivers rush- 
ing with poworful fords ‘to the ocean, ma- 
Jestic waterfalls tumbling by hundreds from 
tho cliffs—whooyer wishes to study, all’ thiw 
must traverse Scandinavia from south’ to 
horth; 'fromeaxt to wet. Hé "Will there 
understand why Northern mythelozy in so 
rich in sprites that dance by tha apeity oron 
the dew-besprinkled grass, .thathathe | in 
the rivers, that rise from the depths of the 
Jakes, now siniling and fair, now threaton- 
ing and, disastrous, /Thoo poetry: ‘of © the 
Northerner is genorally connected with the 
water, for without water a landscape to 
hitn is sad and empty. Norway is endow: 
ed with most excellent fish. Besides 
large number. of small’ rivers, there are 
about a dozen large ones; the moat beauti- 
ful is the Angermanelf, miles north of 
Stockholm, whose wealth of water ‘and 
beauty of scenery throw the Khine into the 
shade, ,Itis only in the interior; where 
only bogs and countless lakés:cover the 
ground, that travellers are. often regailed 
with such fish as perch, whose insipid oily 
taste becomes wearisome to the tourist long 
before it is set before him on the fourteenth 
day for the twenty-cighth time. In the 
rushing mountain streams and brooks the 
Most various kinds of salinon abound—the 
common salmon, the salmon trout, the 
mountain trout, &e. Although at the time 
of spawning salmon-areeasily scared away 
by floating boards, they are found in ail 
the great: waters of Norway, though theso 
are covered the whole summer with rafters. 
Even thaiAngermanelfy riavigable for six 
miles up to Nyland, and a further nine 
up to Solietica by steamer, cor.tains salmon 
in plenty, as is evident from the’ weir 
baskets set everywhere for their capture, 
But the fishin which Norway. is richest is 
trout. It abounds in the mountain ranges 
of the south, in the Sireas, the Imsaa, and 
other waters, rivers and lakes east of La- 
heramm and north of Hedemarken. They 
are also found at Hardanger in the direc- 
tion of Bergen. Any one who goes in 
search of trout northward into Stuedaf 
from the well known mountain town 
Boraas on the Swedish frontier, will find 
rich booty ; to the north of Devrejeld, and 
and especially in the district of Auno, the 
fishing is very profitable, Bat why mul- 
tiply “names? Every little lake in the’ 
mountains swarms with trout and in every 
brook and stream there graceful fish may 
be seen disporting themselves. On tho 
highest) station of Dovre in Hjerkin, at a 
hight of 9,000 feat; I~ saw in the kitchen a 
heap of trout a foot high, which was des- 
tined for the midday meal of the numerous 
huutsnien and botanists who have their 
headquarters there, whence they explare 
the highlands At Skaggestead, in Gud- 
brandsdalen, where }dined with a some- 
what nymerous ¢ampany, we had the most 
excellent trout sct before ys ; and | found 
the same thing at many other places. It 
cannot surprise us that Norway, the Eldor- 
ado of trout fishers, is overrun by angling 
Britons, We find them near the little 
lakes in the highlands at the foot of water- 
falls, among rocks and bushes, but aftenest 
in regions where there are comfortable 
dwellings. They congregate in every Nor- 
wegian town, whenco they'¢an make excur- 
sions to the trout streams and rivers. One 


of their favorite haunts among the Norweg- 
ian valleys is Gudbrandsdakn, where they 
especially frequent the upper valley and 
the beautiful dale of the Ottaelf. Gud- 
brandsdaleh ja twenty one miles long, and 
is traversed by the River Logen. The 
tourist who descends from Fogatuon into 
the valley will observe nothing remarkable 
in it atfiyat. But on the other side of the 
yillage Dovre the mountains close; and the 
tiver forces its way, foaming and dashing 
throngh the rooky passes and over cliffs and 
stones, Grotesque formations of rock and 
and magnificent water falls lend a oniqne 
charm to this valley ; behind the ravine at 
Laurgaard it widens. | The mountains 
which rise on each sido have anave: 
height of one or two thousand feet, while 
those beyond average from four to five 
thousand, “Bestdés the rare beauties of the 
valley, the passion for tishing also attracks 
the children of Albion to Gudbrandsdalen 
in numbers, , They seldom persue the sport 
singly ; generally a whole pany may be 
found together. Their remarkable cloth- 
ing, their boots, which are certainly fitted 
for fishing, and their whole equipment 
cause them to be immediately recognized in 

When they have founda place 
x their labors, if there is no 
hindorence in tho way, they sot to work 
without delay, and indulge their passion 
with the greatest perseverance, | They 
usually renounce the result of their fishing 
harvest ; they give away their booty and 
always find willing recipients,---Loudon 
iety. 


What Russian Conquest Means. 
(From the Saturday” Review.) 

It is evident that, if Russia is deter- 
mined to mako war upon Turkoy, the 
rupture can, only be prevented by the 
menace or the use of force. Tho quarrel 
was utterly unprovoked on the part of 
Turkey ; for even the Bulgarian outrages 
which now furnish a pretext for intorfor- 
ence were caused by Russian intrigues to 
promote ins ction in eno ps ees It 
might have 1» supposed that the thin 
disguise which covers a policy of aggrand- 
ivomont would have served the purpone of 
cor tional decency rather than concoal- 
ment; but it seems that Russian profoa- 
siohs of sympathy for the oppressed. sub- 
jects of Turkey are seriously accepted, Tn 
an article on the Turkish Empire in’ tho 
curront number of the Quarterly Review, 
tho writer, who is friendly to Russia and 
hostile to Turkey, gravaly speaks of tho 
immense sacrifice Russia has for gonora- 
tions past made for the sake of tho kindred 
Christian races which are still under the 
Turkish yoke. It might bo diffienlt ta 
show that Russia has ever expended a life 
or a rouble for tho benefit of Bosnia,or

Attempted Incendiarism, | 


THE INCENDIARY FOILED, 


The Gentennial’s Future, 


Tlie Centennial is officially closed, and 
that great ontorpriso, conceived in the lof- 
tiost spirit of patriotism, passes into histo- 
ry.

A daring but fortunately unasticcossfal at- 
tompt was mado last night to burn tho 
block of wooden buildings on Front Streot, 
bolonging to Alox. Robertson, Esq., in 
which aro located thostore of J. W. Boyco, 
photographer, and other business establish- 
ment. At a fow minutes after 11 o'clock, 
police constable Cooke, passing down the 
street on his boat, observed a bright light, 
evidently that of afire, in tho room over 
Boyce’s photograph gallery. , Ho at once 
gave tho alarm, and boing joined by Mr. 
Draillyprocesdod"to'ths roar of the pro- 
misos, and getting upon the roof of a kit- 
chen attached to the adjoining building, 
effected an ontranco, by a sliding window, 
into the room where the fire was, Here a 
heap of wood and shavings had been placed 
jn the middle of the floor, near a stove, and 
sot fire to,apparently but a few minutes be. 
ford, as thoughthe materials were ofahighly 
combustible nature, the flames had made 
but little progross. The sounding of the 
alarm brought out the firemen and a largo 
crowd of people, but a fow pails of water 
sufficed to extinguish the fire, before any 
dampgo had boon done, further than the 
scorching of tlie floor toa small oxtent. 
The origin of the fire was undoubtedly in- 
cendiarism, as no fire had been lighted in 
the stove near which the wood and shavings 
wore ignited. 

Mr. Boyce stated this morning that he 
hadyno doubt the » fire was the work of an 
incendiary, who had entered by the win- 
dow by which Messrs. Cooke and Traill 
found their way into the building. This 
window, which is a very large one, had 
been put in only a few days ago, and the 
debris which tho workmen had left behind 
in oxecuting the work had been used for 
the purpose of firing the building. It is 
desirable that an investigation be held con- 
cerning the matter, in which case it is to 
be hoped the guilty party will be convict- 
ed. 

Mr. Boyce’s loss is trifling. Mr. Barrett, 
who occupied the adjoining atore, suffered 
some small loss through hasty removal of

TITLES. 


In the London Gazette of Friday, Oct. 
27, it was announced that tho Ninety 
sight aro to bo styled tho* Princo of 
Wales’ Own,” » consequence, it may be 
presumed, of tho duties performed by tho 
corps during the Prince’s late visit to 
Malta. Rogiments were originally dis- 
tinguished by tho names of their Colonels, 

»vionsly ineouyenient arrangemont, 
Which was changed in 1751, whon tho 
numerical system was adopted, County 
titles, the first step toward th 
of the forces, were added in 17 
regiments, however, are honored by « spe- 
cial designation, originating occasionally in 
tho indistinct record of some legend, or in 
some instances in {some well 
known fact Thus the Fourth Foot are 
believed to have derived their title and 
badge from having been tho first corps to 
join tho Princo of Orange, a tradition. re- 
pudiated by tho regiment ; whilo the See- 
ond Foot are called ‘* The Queen's” from 
from having furnished a guard on her land- 
ing to Catherine of Braganza when she 
came to marry Charles Il, Eleven regi- 
ments are name The King’s” and eight 
The Queen's” after yarious British mon- 
archs and their consor’ Six are termed 
the ‘ Prince of Wale some deriving 
this title from the last and some from the 
prosent Prince of Wales. The Nine- 
teenth Rogiment is the “ Princess 
Wales’,” and the Eighty-ninth “Prin 
Victoria's.” Tho Duke of Edinburgh gives 
his name to one regiment, Princess Louis 
to another, and the Duke of Cam- 
bridge to two. Tho interest shown by 
the Prince [Consort in the welfare of the 
British soldier is no doubt remembered in 
the Eleventh Hussars, The Thirteenth 
Light Infantry, and tho Rifle Brigade, 
which are all named after him ; but we do 
not feel sy certain that loyal feelings are 
Cherished, or esprit de corps promoted by 
tho retention ot the somewhat incorrect 
designation of ‘* Princess Charlotte of 
Wales ” in the Fifth Dragoon Guards and 
the Forty-ninth Regiment, whose officers 
and men probably know but little more of 
her late Royal highness than the story of 
her predilection for the particular shade of 
green which colors their facings. 
regiment. preserves the name of the Duke 
of York, whois said to have been venerat- 
| ed as the soldier's friend ; but ho is | sur- 
| reptitiously smuggled into the Army list 


under his subordinate titles, as if the pro- 
feasion wore ashamed of him, in the Seyen- 
ty-second, ‘ Duke of Albany's " Highland- 
crs, and the Seventy-ninth, ‘Earl of 
Ulster’s,” more popularly known as the 
Celestial. Tho list of Royal titles is com- 
pleted with the addition of the Seventh 
Dragoon Guards, who were named the 
“Princess Royal's,” after the eldest daugh- 
ter of George III. Besides these, there are 
fourteen regiments and corps especially 
styled “Royal,” sixty-sixhavecounty titles, 
and, in addition to these, seven are called 
Scotch or Highland, four Irish, two Welsh, 
and none English. The First Foot Guards 
alone bear a title in commemoration of 
deeds done in battle, being styled Grena- 
diers for having defeated the Grenadiers of 
the French Imperial Guard at Waterloo. 
Tho Second Foot Guards derive their appel- 
lation from Monk's march from Coldstream 
to restore the monarchy. The Thirty-third 
had the nameof the ‘““‘Duke of Wellington's 
Own” conferred upon them from having 
been commanded by Col. Hon. Arthur 
Wellesley ; and the “Twenty-sixth remind 
us of the religious enthusiasts of the seven- 
teenth century, whose apostle was Richard 
Cameron. The nine Indian regiments 
still are redolent of the East,tho One Hun- 
dredth is Canadian,while the West Indians 
and Malta Fencibles complete the regular

Building Operations for 1876. 


T. 8, CARMAN’S RESIDENCE 


Amongst the many private residences eredt- 
@dsin, Belleville during the past few yoars, 
none stands out more prominently for taste, 
and elegance of design, than the one built by 
T, 8. Carinan, Baq., during thoypast summer, 

This structury is pleasantly situated on a 
large plot of ground on the corner of Dundas 
Stroct and Blecbker Avenue, and commands 
a fino view of the bay. It stands in the cen- 
tro of the plot, with grounds tastily laid out, 
giving to the whole an air of convenionce and 
comfort 

Tho main portion of the building 
Loot» with «projection in front of 3 ft: 
by 10 ft, which forms a portion of the tower. 
‘Thoro ia alsoyyon each sidé,a bay-window 
11 feet by 4.ft: 6 inches, which are carried to 
the fall height of the building. It is two sto- 
ries in height, with mansard roof—making 
three full stories.’ ‘The fitst story ia 12 feet ; 
the second I1feot 6 inches ; and the third 10 


feet 6 inches. 
17434 feet, two storios high, each story being 
10 feet. ‘This portion of the building contains 
the kitchen, pantry and laundry below, and 
bath-room and two spacious bedrooms above. 


Running through tho centre of the main 
building is a hall, 9 feet wide ; in the front is 
a portico, entrance into which is by double 
massive doors, of elaborate design. On each 
sido of the hall are double glass doors, leading, 
on one ide to the library and dining-room, 
and on the other to the parlor and drawing: 
room, These rooms are similar, and aro di- 
vided by extensive folding doors, which may 
be opened at pleasure, thus throwing the whole 
into one large room of 14 ft, 6 inches by 35 ft 
Theso rooms have sunk panelled ceilings of a 
neat design, and’ highly ornamented, There 
is a grate and marble iantel in the parlor, and 
also in the dining room. 

‘Tho second story ia divided by a hall of a 
similar width to thatin the first story, on each 
side of which are two large bedrooms and two 
clothes rooms ; two of these rooms have bay 
windows, and are finished in a very superior 
manner. One side of the hall in tho third 
story contains two spacious bedrooms andtwo 
closets, and onthe other side is a recreation 
room 1333 feet. These rooms are all well 
lighted, easy of access, airy, and pleasant. 

There is a continuous stairs running from 
the main hall below, to the top story. This 
stairs, like the other portions of the house, is 
finished in a superior manner, It has a black 
walnut double moulded rail, and a nowel post 
of elaborate design, all executed in the most 
modern style, There is a basement with 7 ft. 
ceiling under the entire building. In this the 
furnace is situated, by which the building is 
heated. ‘The bath-room is supplied with:hot 
anil coll water; and other appliances for com- 
fort. 

The building is of brick, with cement cor- 
nices, hood mouldings and sills, The tower 
in front rises to a height of about 60 feet, with 
mansard roof, making two stories above the 
roof of main building, with stairs leading to 
the top story, where « splendid view of the 
town and country for miles around, can be 


enjoyed. 

The mansard roof of the main building is 
particularly noticeable, it being highly orna- 
mental, embracing many new features not 
hitherto introduced,—avd on the whole is su- 
perior to anything of the kind ever before in- 
troduced in this vicinity. The sides are cov- 


and the deck with tin, with an iron cresting 
of neat design. ‘There is a verandah in front, 
which continues around the tower, of a very 
neat and graceful design, r 

The building is an ornament to the town, 
and speaks well for the taste and enterprise 
of the proprietor. Mr. Thomas Hanley was 
the architect, and executed the carpenter work. 
Jas. Woodly performed the mason work ; Thos, 
Linklater the tinning and plumbing; T. Gard- 
ner the plastering and slating ; and Taylor & 
Twining the painting. Cost of house, about 
$7,500. 

Mr. Carman also built a barn and drive 
house 20 * 30 feet, 16 ft. high, and a nice fence 
on both fronts of his lot, which, together with 
other improvements, must have cost at lcast 
$1,000. 

Our review of the building operations is 
now near its close, and we will feel obliged to 
any builders, plasterers, carpenters or other 
mechanics who will furnish us with details 
concerning any buildings erected this year, 
and which have not been noticed by us.

It is evident, from tho tone of tho latest 


| tolegrams, which aro thus summarized by 
tho Glade, that oxeiting eventssare likely 
to “fanspiro within fow days ;—" The 
warlike tono of tho Bastern news is beodm- 
F ing mora and more pronounced, Tho des- 
patches contain loasand still lose reference 
to the Cenforenco—those of this morning 
have hardly a word on the subject and 
are daily more givgp up to accounts of the 
military préparations and movements on 
both sides. Russia and Turkey both ap- 
poar to bo terribly ‘in earnest, and are 
making all haste to get ready for the cam- 
paign; which they scom ” to regard "as ‘in: 
ovitable. Russia’s preparations are nothing 
if not thorough. Not only has she a largo 
force of mon already concentrated ‘on the 
Pruth, with a constant stream of regiments 
pouring on the southern frontier, but she 
is actively ongaged in reconstructing and 
reorganizing tho troops of the insurgent 
provinces who have aceepted hor protection, 
and in addition to these will have by tho 
Inttor half of the month a force of a quarter 
of a million of men ready to invade ‘Turk- 
ish doil at tho word of command, Her 
agents are already busy at work in Rou- 
mania, ascertaining the condition of the 
roads and bridges, laying out the distances 
from point to point, calculating the’ re- 
sources of tho country and the quantity of 
provisions it will be enabled to supply, and 
sounding the sentiments of the population ; 
Russian Commissioners have assumed tho 
charge of all the railways connecting Rus- 
sia and Roumania, and an order for twenty 
millions of cartridges has been sent ‘to the 
United States.

Counting of the Electoral Vote. 


Omama, Neb,, Deo. 4,—Excitement over 
the movement of the Democrats in petition- 
ing for aninjunction restraining the Republican 
electors from casting their votes is very great 
and is increasing. Leading Republicans claim 
there intio danger, as the District Court of 
this County has no authority over the elec- 
tors, An effort will be made by the Repub- 
Neans, if necessary, to carry the matter to the 
Supreme Court of tho State. 

In regard to the oxtra seasion’of the Legisla- 
ture called for next Wednesday, strenuouss 
offort are being made by the Republicans to 
have a quorum, and by the Demoorata to pre- 
vent one being present. 

Sr, Loon, |Dec, 4.—Ex,Senators Schurz 
and Henderson, anil other prominent meh of 
this city, have forwarded a letter to the 
President of the United States Senate relative 
to the counting of the electoral vote, with 
the request that ho lay it before the Senate, 
The clause in the Constitution respecting the 
canvassing of the electoral votes, is quoted and 
pronounced indefinite and liable to diverse 
construction, The attempt to canvass the yote 
in joint seanion of Congress is deprecated, as 
certain to raise partisan issues and develope a 
strife which may prove most disastrous to 
the country. The letter then proposes, as & 
remedy, that the whole matter shall be trans- 
ferred tothe Supreme Court of the United 
States, It in urged that is the only tribunal 


thus taking upon himself the initiative in 
driving across ice which was the product 
of only three days’ freozing.

FROM WINNIPEG TO BATTLEFORD 
BY WATER. 


NAVIGATION OF THE SASKATCURWAN, 


(From the Winnipeg Feee Press.) 

Capt. Maloney, who recently returned from 
Battleford, has furnished us with the following 
information relative to his trip by water, in 
charge of the steam tug for Mr. Hugh Suther- 
land, of the Department of Public Works, 
from this place to the new capital of the North

‘‘ Mechanical Account of Poisons,” says :— 
“I took a small frog, whone body was about 
an inch and a half in length, which I put into 
a glass tube together with a large spider, in 
order to see tho action of the animals when 
brought together, 


and IT observed the apider 
pass over the fro, 


without hurting it, though 
with its fangs layed as if to attack tho 
frog: "Upon this; T vadbed” the frog to fall 
against the spider, who thereupon stuck his 
fangs into the frog’s back, making two 
wounds, one of which exhibited a red mark 
and the other a purple spot. I then brought 
the frog to the spider’ a second time, who 
thereupon stuck his fangs into one of the 
frog's fore feet, whereby some few of the 
blood vessels were wouuded, and having pro- 
yoked the spider a third time, he stuck both 
fangs into the frog’s nose, presently, after 
which I took the spider out of the glass. The 
frogthus wounded sat without motion, and in 
abont the space of half an hour it stretched 
out its hind legs and expired.”

Was subsequently burned, with tho ruskets 
in it. These muskets were not good for much

loader, in some cheap Way, ‘with a cast iron 
breach pin, which did not stand much firing. 
But such asthey werg, there was a good man: 

of them proyided—enough to arm ~ much 
larger force than mustered under Gen, O'Neil. 
Most of thode actublly used were seized Ly 
the United States Guthorities, or scattered 
among speculators ; hut the reserve stock was 
neyer touched or brought ‘ntothe ficld. We 
have good reasons to believe that quantitics 
of the arms,with equipments and smmunition 
are atill stowed away ‘no hogsheads and boxes 
in Darna and other biding SP ineharge of 
Irish formera along the tronticr. Of course, 
*hey are no more serviceable then they proved 
to be before, andthe belts and thé haver- 
eacks have (probably suffered froin decay ;

On another occasion I 
picked"up one that appeared well, but could 
not keep its centre of gravity when in flight, 
and so fell tothe ground. One reason why 
dead birds and avimals are so rarely found is, 
that on the approach of death’ their instinct 
prompts them to creep away jnsome hole orun-’ 
der some cover, where they would be least liable 
to fall a prey to their natural enemies. It is 
doubtful if any of the game birds, like the 
pigeon and grouse, ever die of old age, or the 
semi-gaine birds, like the bobolink, or the 
‘century-living” crow ; but in what other 
forms does death overtake the humming-bird, 
or even the barn swallow? Such are true 
birds of the air; they may occasionally be 
lost at sea during their migrations, but, so 
far as I know, they are not preyed upon hy 
any other specie: 


Green TurtLes,—At best, the turtleis an 
ungainly, blundering fellow,and once entrapp- 
ed by the fisherman's net spread so sae 
to receive him, he affords a new reading of 
the old spider and fly story, These nets are 
made of cotton (wine, with diagonal meslies, 
and vary in length as the channels, the most 
conyeniont length being in the neighborhood 
of three hundred and fifty feet. Stout posts 
are then driven into the mud on either edge 
of the channel, and the nets stretched tigh 

between them, a task requiring great care and 
skill, to prevent an irretrievable tangle and 
enarl. The foot line is weighted with ‘light 
pieces of broken brick, just sutticient to over- 
come the buoyant power of the net at slack 
water. It is no,ase to watch for turtles as 
long as the tide is running, for the net ‘is 
yed up to the surface of the water, and the 
fish pass und ; but when the tide slackens 
we may watch in earnest. Looking off be- 
tween the stakes, we soon see a mottled head, 
with white, snowy throat, raised leisurely 
just above the river's surface, give’ a short 
low puff, avd then disappear again. Itis a 


reen turtle working towards the net. 
The moment he strikes it with his 
awkward, ungainly flippers he is gone, 
Tn sceking to withdraw one flipper 
from the mesh which has stopped 
his Progress, he entangles__ another, 
He dives for the bottom, and his head goes 


through a third. In 9 moment more he is 
fast, In his excitement he entangles himself 
more and more. Sometimes, when the net 
has been let down over night, a turtle is 
found in the morning ensnerled in over a 
hundred meshes. It often requires an outlay 
of half an hour in time and a deal of patience 
to extricate him, He is a most laughable 
object of helpless distress, as he lies supinely 
on hid back on the bottom of the boat, while 
the fisherman patiently disentangles the man 

threads with which he has entrapped himself. 
Green turtles vary iu weight from five to ono 
hundred pounds,” Occasionally they are cap- 
tured weighing three or four hundred pounds, 
As the wholesale price for the turtle is about 
fifteen cents per pound, agood fisherman 
finds the busines¥ quite remunerative, It 
would be much more profitable, however, 
were it not for the monstrous fish which 
oftentimes make sad havoc with’ the nets. 
Tho saw-fish is especially dreaded by the 
fisherman. We saw three of these ungainly 
creatures which weighed jover eight hundred 
pounds each, aud one ‘of them weighed at 
Feast a thousand.

Panic Among ‘the Audience, 
A SCENE OF CONFUSION. 


New York, Doo, 5, midnight—Brooklyn 


theatro is in flames, and it is feared the en- 
tire block in which it is located, corner of 
Washington and Johnson streots, will be 


destroyed. 

Dec. 6, La.m.—The fire in Brooklyn ori- 
ginated onthe stage of the Brooklyn Theatre 
at 11.30 pm. The - flames spread with 
lightning rapidity, and burat out through 
the door on *vashington-astreot: The panic 
and confusion among the audience was 
terrible; but so faras could be learned no 
lives wore lost. The theatre is totally burn- 
ed, entailing a loas of about $250,000, a) 
Dulter’s rostaurant, So far the Post-office 
next door doos not appear to be injured. 
Tho fire is still burning, but is thought to 
under control. 

Ono of tho actrosses came to the front of 
the stage and said, ‘* A small accident has 
occurred, but don’t be alarmed. Only a 
piece of the flies is on fire.” On mention 
of fire the audience rose to their foot and 
made a wild rush for the doors, The 
smoke soon became suffocating, and wo- 
men fell fainting in the aisles and were 
trampled over. Hundreds jumped out of 
the windows and were severely (injured. 
Three were picked upand sent to the 
hospital, and are not expected to live. A 
young man Who jumped ont of 4 window 
says another man was with him and got to 
the window, and while holding on with his 
hands and endeavoring to get out became 
overpowered with the smoke,” fell back, 
and must have been consumed in the flames, 
Dresses wore torn from ladies while lying 
in the aisles and on the sidewalks outside. 
All the theatre company got out safely ex- 
cept a fly-man,named Cumberson, who was 
badly burned, and threw himself out of a 
window. He will die. The firemen suc- 


ceeded in contining the flames to the thea- 
tre, and saying the rest of the block.

theatre was owned by the Brooklyn Build- 
ing Association. The loss is now estimat- 


ed at $125,000, The insurance could not 
be ascertained.

W.J. Fleming,the actor,who is acquaint- 
ed with the construction of the Brooklyn 
Theatré, says: The dome was of light 
wood, a jnere skeleton form, light, dry and 
readily combustible, and through the great 
space above it the air circulated freely by 
athrough draught from one end of the | 
building to the other. Naturally, as soon 
asthe flames sprang up among the flimsy 
fliesand borders, the current of air drew 
them out between the roof and the dome. 
The unsubstantial dome, at the touch of 
that fiery cloud, shrivelled and burst into a 
flame, and disappeared Jike a dry forest 
leaf in a furnace, and through the enor- 
mous vacancy, where it had stood, the 
masses of flame rolled down into the audi- 
torium, enwrapping the galleries, licking 
up the dry wood-work, and carrying des_ 
truction eyerywhere, {with almost light- 
ning speed. The greater part of the victims 
were in the gallery, as is evinced by the 
facts that such clothing as can be distin- 
guished is of poor quality.

Exorcism in Barcelona. | 

a rz, | 

Tho correspondent of the London Times 

at Barcelona, writing on Saturday, the 21st 
of October, says : 


“Twill briefly describe what. has just 
happenesl in this wealthy city, About the 
14th or 15th of this present month of Oc 

tober it was privately announced, chiefly to 
the faithful women of the c sgation 
which regularly throngs the Church of the | 
Holy Spirit, in the strocts: of San Francis- 

co, that a young woman of seventeen or 

eighteen years of ago, of the lower class, 

having long been afflicted with a hatred of 
holy things,’—the poor girl probably was 
subject to epileptic fits, and cried out and 

become convulsed. when she heard the 
notes of the organ in the church—the 
sevior priest of the church, above mention- 

ed would cure her of that disease, or, to 
use that gentleman's own language, 
‘Avaunt physicians and mountebanks !| nee 
how the church will cure this poor girl, 
who is at present possessed with four hon- 
dred devils.’ 


‘© Those who are acquaiuted with Baréo- 
Jona know well the Calle San Francisco, 
one of the well-to-do-ntrocts of the city, 
and its church, Espiritu Santo, not a poor 
man’s, but a fashionable church. For 
eight days, the last day being the 17th inst, 
a little stream of persons of all ranks and 
of either sex might have been seen at the 
usual hour ((of church-going) of 12 a, im. 
threading its way toward the church. The 
principal door was kept closely shut, but 
the faithful or credulous, the open scoffer, 
and the lover of signs and wonders found 
admittance by a side door to the exhibition 
which I am about to describe. The church 
was dark, but asickly light was” shed by 
wax lights on the sable forms of some 
eighty or one hundred persons who cluster- 
ed ‘round the presbiterio, or sanctuary, in 
front of the altar, 

“Within the little enclosure or sanctuary, 
separated from the crowd by a light rail- 
ing, lay on a common bench, with a little 
pillow for her head. to recline upon, a 
poorly clad girl, probably of the peasant or 
artisan class; her brother or husband 
stood at her feet to restrain her (at times) 
frantic kicking by holding her legs. The 
door of the vestry opened ; the exhibitor 
—TI mean ‘the priest--came in, The poor 
girl, not withont just reason, ‘had an ayer- 
sion to holy things,’ or at least, the four 
hundred devils within her distorted body 
had such’ on aversion; and in the con 
fusion of the moment, thinking that the 
father was ‘a holy. thing,’ she doubled up 
her legs, screamed out with twitching 
mouth, her breast heaving, her whole body 
writhing, and threw herself Nearly off the 
bench. The male attendant seized her 
legs, the woman supported ‘her head and 
swept out her dishevelled hair, 

‘The priest advanced and, mingling 
familiarly with the shuddering and:horror- 
struck crowd, said, pointing at the suffer- 
ing child, now sobbing and twitching on 
the bench, ‘Promise me, my children, 
that yow will be prudent (prudentes), and 
of a truth, sons.and daughters mine, you 
shall see marvels,’ The promise + was 
jjiven. The exhibitor went to procure a 
stole and short surplice (estola y roquete), 
and returned in a moment, taking his 
stand at the side of the ‘possessed with 
the doyils,’ with his face towards the group 
of students, The order of the day's pro- 
ceedings was (1) a lecture to the bystand- 
ers and (2) the operation of exorcising the 
deyjls. The priest commenced his running 
commentary on, or explanation of the 
strange phenomenon lying panting, foam- 
ing at the mouth, to the gave of the stupid 
and shuddering crowd of her fellow-men 
and women, 

‘<The priest began by lamenting with 
tears that, * It is, unhappily, the fashion 
of people in this day and age to seck the 
aid of doctors, sleep-walkers or spiritual- 
ists, and quacks of all descriptions’—the 
words he weed were medicos, somnambulas 
ycuronderos, when they havo hard’ at hand 
the aid of religion, and an aid and remedy 
secure and all sufficient,’ He continued 
his address by saying that tho means of 
which he should make uso in the present 
case was not the strongest in his power, 
for to use the strongest was not now al- 
lowed, He then said: ‘This joven— 
namely, young girl—onjoys 4 most perfect 
tranquility and calmness solong as she does 
not catech'a sight of holy things, such as 
the holy water, tho priest's dress, the altar, 


| the church, or hear the sound of a bell, the 


roll of an organ’s notes resounding through 
the aisle, Yousee, continued the priest, ‘that 
so great is the girl’s aversion toholy things, 
myself included, that she'yous into convill- 
sions, kicks, screams, and distorts her, body 
tho moment she arrives at the corner 
this street, and her convulsive struggles 
reach their ¢glimax when sho enters the 
sacred house of the Most High.’ He ended 
with the following words ; “This girl has 
often had the same infirmity in bygone 
yoars, and the devils have beon constantly 
expelled ; but owing to the Jaxity of relig- 
gion in these latter doya, they returned 
again to porsess ler body,’ 

“ Aotthe first finished. Act tho second, 
tho exoreiam, commenced. Turning to the 
prostrate, shuddoring most unhoppy object 
of his attack, the pricst commenced, ‘In 
the name of God, of the saints, of the 
bloasod Host, overy holy sacrament of our 
Church, I adjure thee, Rusbel, come out 
of her.’ (N, B.e-‘Rusbel’ is the name of a 
devil, the devil shaving two hundred and 
fifty-seven names in Catalonia.) Thus ad- 
jurod, the girl throw herself in an agony 
of convulsion, till hor distorted’ faco, foam 
bespattered lips and writhing limbs grow 
woll nigh stiff, at full longth upon the tlc 
and, in language som scene, semi- 
lent, screamed out, ‘I don't choose to come 
out,you thieves, scamps, robb Fulfil 
your promiso,Rusbel,’ said the priest. ‘You 
paid yesterday, you would cast one hun 
dred moro of your cursed spirits out of 
thin most hapleas girl's body. Can't you 
‘You, Tcan,' came from the poor 
girl's foaming lips ; ‘1 cane! ‘Yos," said the 
cura, ‘you are a dovil of hon you area 
man of your word.’ 

“Out of the crowd atopped a plainly attir- 
anish gontleman, who said, ‘Bot fathor 
how can you pray to and praiad tho dovil ? 
[havo read somowhere ho is a liar and the 
father of lies, ‘Doon ho keep hia word | 
‘You,’ aid the priest, ‘ho ixfmay formal. 
ie, aman of hia word, ‘Fulfil your pro- 
tnivo, Ruabel.’ | Never,’ shoytod tho 
dovil, or the girl, now lashed into an agony

Carlyle on Darwin. 


Carlyle is now very feeble, through age, 
but his memory. isatill marvellous, and the 
flow of his) talk—doubtless. the most clo- 
quent of the age—is unabated. Take this 
for an example : “About thirty years ago a 
book was published here called The Vesti- 
ges of Creation,’ It ran quictly through five 
editions ; memrend-itewithbated breath, 
in silence, and qnaryglled on its audacity. 
Tt was like a piich of snuff, and now whole 
waggon-loads of it are thrown down in the 
public highways, atid atheistic sneezing has 
becomefthe fashion, So-ealled literary and 
scientific classes in England now proudly 
give themselves to protoplasm, origin of 
species, and the like, to prove that God did 
not build the universe, I have known three 
generations of the Darwins : grandfather, 
father, and son—atheists all. The brother 
of the present famous naturalist, a quiet 
man who liyes not far from here, told mo 
that among his grandfather's cffects he 
found 4 seal ‘engraven with this legend : 
‘Omnia ex cone every thing from a clam 
shell!’ I saw the naturalist not many 
mor go; told him that I had read his 
‘Origin of species’ and other books ; that 
he had by no means satisfied me that men 
were descended froin ‘monkeys but had 
gone far. towards» persuading me that 
he and his so-called scientific brethren had 
brought the present generation of English- 
men very near to donkeys. A’ good sort 
of inan is this Darwin, and well ineaning, 
but with very: little intellect. Ah, it isa 
sad and terrible thing to see nigh a whole 
generation of men and women, professing 
to be cultivated, looking around in a pur- 
blind fashion, and finding no God in this 
universe, I suppose it isa reaction from 
the reign of cant and hollow pretence, pro- 
fessing to believe what in fact they do not 
belive. “And this is what we haye got to : 
All things from’ fog spawn ; the gospel of 
dirt and order of the day. The older grow 
—and L now stand upon the brink of eterni- 
ty—the more comes back to me tho sen- 
tence in the Catechism, which I learned 
when a child, and the fuller and deeper its 
meaning becomes—* What is the great end 
of man} ‘Lo glorify Goa, and enjoy Hin 
forever.’ No gospel of dirt, teaching that 
men have desconded from frogs through 
monk can ever set that aside.” It is 
really wonderful to hear the old’ man’s talk, 
for he pours his wholo soul into his con+ 
versation. Its key,as you know, isa Scotch 
monotone ; but at times he rises to the 
height of fiery energy, and aliost of over-

A Strange Adventure. 

The Marblehead correspondent of the 
Boston Globe says ;— 

The schooner Henry W. West, of Bever- | 
ly, Thomas Peach; of this town, master, 
arrived on Thursday from Grand Banks, 
with 600 quintals of lish. Captain Peach 
reports that he was obliged to come home, 
as he had lost nearly all his cable in conse- 
quence of a large!whale becoming entangled 
init. The vessel was at anchor, and it 
seems that by some means the whale got 
the end of the cable nearest the anchor 
twisted around his tail, and in his efforts to 
free himself became securely entangled. 
The crew had no intimation of the trouble 
till the vessel was suddenly towed through 
the water at the rate of ten or fifteen miles 
an hour for several miles. Tho whale lift- 
ed himself out of water several times, and 
at length broke the cable and freed him- 
self, About 140 fathoms of cable were 
lost. Had the monster had the use of his | 
tail he would probably haye done serious | 
damage to the vessel. This, we think, is | 
one of the most remarkable instanceé of the | 
kind, as old fishermen, who have been to 
the banks all their lives, say that they never 
knew of such an adventure before.

York. The silver collects in larger quan- 
tity on the outside than . in the interior of 
the pig, the Li a being the ‘greatest 
in those parts which are the first to solidi- 
fy. 

The machinery for the manufacture of 
wood paper-hangings is now so perfect that 
an inch of white: maple or ~other® fine- 
grained,wood can be slit so aa to: furnish 
two hundred thin leayes, having the sur- 
face and grain of the wood, ‘These leaves 
are laid upon a paper backing, and, thus 
constituted, may be fastened to the wall 
the same 5 comnion wall paper.

Sin,--I have read with pleasure your arti- 
cles in favor of the establishment of o rural 
police force, and wonder that this matter has 
not long since engaged the attention of the 
authorities, or at least of the press of the 
country. The necessity of such a foree can- 
not be questioned, and the nooner some pro- 
vision ia made for the protection of life and 
property in the country districts the better. 
This is a matter on which there should be no 
party fecling, but all should unite in pressing 
the matter on the immediate attention of the 
Government ; for, as you justly remark,there 
is in the rural districts absolutely no protec- 
tion to hfe or prosperity. And thero is the 
consideration that this state of affairs is cer- 
tain to lead to something worse. When pro- 
perty is stolen or wantonly destroyed ; when 
the license law isjopenly and continuously yio- 
lated, or even when the lives of the peaceable 
citizens aro threatened or endangered, there 
is nothing to look to for protection or re- 
dress, In their desperation tho sufferers of- 
ten apply to the authorities of the neighbor- 
ing towns ; an action is entered and sum- 
monses are issued to the offenders. Of course 
they do not appear—they know from experi- 
ence they need not. A warrant is then issued 
—all at the expense of the sufferer—and there 
is an end to the matter. No real attempt is 
over made s0 execute the warrant. 

You have referred on more than one occa- 
sion, and with reason, to acts of lawlessness 
committed from time to time in the Town- 
ship of Tyendinaga, and it has been atated 
that the inhabitants of certain localities aro 
in league with the ,offenders and extend to 
them such sympathy as enables them at any 
time to evade tho officers of the law. Though 
appearances may seem to indicate such a state 
of affairs it is only in very few instances true, 
but it is true that very seldom do they dare 
to give tho authorities wny active assistance 
for the reason that by doing so they loave 
themselves open to the resentment of the of- 
fonders while the law gives them no protec- 
tion. A constable will sometime search for 
criminals in places where they are sure not to

we really want. 


Quot homines tot ludi=no hard ang fast line 
of profitable or profitless exercise, for all can, 
we are sure, be possibly laid down. For two 
classes at least, for him who wins his bread by 
muscular exertion, and lim—heretical as the 
assertion may appear to many—who wins his 
by wear-and-tear of brain, exercise for exer- 
cise’s sake is always a supertluity,if not some- 
thing worse, Each of these classes in its hour 
of leisure requires not exercige, bat amuse: 
ment—the one to relieve wearied muscles of a 
strain, the other to arrest for a spaco expendi- 
ture of nervous force, and give to the system 
time to recover from exhaution. It is simply 
buyning the/candle at both ends for the brain- 
worker under any pretext of expanding the 
chest and oxygenating the lungs to take a 
hard hour’s work in the gymnasium, or pall 
against the oitrrent of the ‘hames) “ Open air 
by all means, as niuch Oxygen As can be got 
without trouble, a gentlo stroll it may be 
every day, but forthe rest of the summer 
holidays, with perfeot cessation for the time 
of wear and worry, absolute change of acene, 
and, after the first day or two, aa much in- 
creasing exorcise as falls well within the limits 
of fatiguo, are a)] that the brain-wWorker really 
wants.

There 
are other c1pacities than speed and strength 
to be developed in the hundred games which 
childhood from immemorial ages has given ita 
whole thought to originate or improve ;— 
quickness of eye or hand, presence of mind in 
risk or difficulty, aptitude to lead ant rendi- 
ness to obey. No series of moyements, how- 
ever admirable, gone through in order under 
the eye of aninstructor,oan ever be an equiva- 
lent for things like theae. No Waterloo, we 
may be » ‘aa ever won in the playground 
of a mere gymnasium. Those, too, who have 
means and leasure to carry on into early man- 
hood the athletic sports of happy schooldays 
may easily find worse work for idle hours, 
Roughly speaking, indeed, the oxercise is al- 
most invariably the beat which brings with it 
the greatest amount of pleasureable excite- 
ment, 


But for a largericlass, perhaps, than any of 
these three—for men employed in sedentary 
routine Work all day and pent in streets “all 
the year-no better form of takingexercise can 
well be giamed than the ordered movements 
of the gymnasium. Our public parks, de- 
lightfulas they are, are sadly narrow for | 
games that require almost unlimited space 
for exercise and practice, ‘The river in many 
casey ia too far away, and at the best avail- 
able for only half the year. Why should not 
public _gymnasiuma—popular. enough here 
wherever they exist—be as numerous in our 
towns as in those of Switzerland and Ger- 
many! No doubt gymnastics, like all sports, 
have their dangers —the greatest perhaps, that 
of abandoning their healthier forms for the 
useless exploits of the acrobat. It is quite 
conceivablethat they may be overdone,though 
probably there is no Kind of exorciso ia-whigh 
power increased so surely and so rapidly with 
practice, or in which one so rarely moots with 
those cases of break down which almost invas 
riably await the oarsmanor the runnor who 
Koes on racing after youth is past, none cer- 
tainly which offers such special advantages 
at the criticalseason when the immature frame 
haa just begun to “set,” and Nature puts hor 
finishing touches to the regiona of the chest 
and heart. The gymnast, too, is above time 
or place, can do with ten minutes or two 
hours’ exercise, can work like in open air and 
covered hall, in porfectly equipped gymnas 
iums or on simple apparatan roughly run up 
at home, Of course, if ho is impatient, if ho 
tries to cram into three months the work of 
twelve, he must be prepared for some little 
disappointment. With a slower but surox 
rato of progress the gain, great as it seams 
when roughly stated, would in all probability 
have been permanent, gould at least havo 
beon retainod with but slight subsequent ox- 
ertion, ‘Thero aro surely not many exerciaos 
wo easily practined of which hall as much 
could logitimately bo asserted. — Graphic

We 
may never know the why or the how of 
these things but tho facts themselves are

meronsfthe piécés,and the smaller, the great- 
er Will be tho amount of sttrface’ exposure, 
and the moro rapidly will it be dissolved; 
hence the reason for chewing food will.

Judging from these facts, egys must be 
economical in their production and in their 
eating, atid Specially fitted for the laboring 
man in replacing meat.

What Kind of Barns. 


The old method of making hay was to 
lét it lie out several days and keep it con- 
tirtually stirring until it was thoroughly dry 
and had more the semblance of chips than 
grass. The improved practice is to cnt it 
with a machine, ted it a few times, and 
draw it to the barn the same day. If such 
wilted grass is not allowed to get wet, it is 
found to keep quite as wellas tho former 
dried hay, especially is this the case where 
the barns are comparatively tight. Re- 
cunt experiniénts are reported, in which 
the freshly cut grass—cut after the dew 
was off—was allowed the sun but a couple 
of hours, during which the tedder went 
over it once, and was then raked up and 
housed in a bujlding clapboarded, tight be- 
neath, plastered inside, and with slight 
ventilation, which was at once closed tight 
and not opened till winter, when the grass 
cane out fresh and bright as the day it, was 
putin, A farmer on the Berkshirg fills 
had a short hay crop which }\e determined 
to make go ad fge'Ws possible. “His barn 
was We!) sueathed, withont) cracks. The 


-) gxass was all cut early, just before blossom- 


ing, and housed the same day as cut. 
While carting the hay the barn doors were 
kept closed, save to sdmitthe teams, which 
were unloaded with the doors shut. Ac- 
cess of air was prevented so far as possible 
thenceforth. he hay was closely packed 
in the mows. ‘The testimony of tho far- 
mer antl all his neighbors'is that this crop 
of hay was brighter and fresher the next 
winter, and was more nutritious—the cat- 
tle eating ess lof it+than aty previous 
crop. We might cite numerous similar ex- 
amples. There is hothing in this contrary 
to science or sense, The oyerheating of 
hay will only take place by the action of 
oxygen of the air in the presence of moist- 
ure. Romoye either and the heating will 
not occur, Remove the moisture and the 
grass becomes dry hay, less digestible, and 
minus some of its nutritive and aromatic 
qualities, It is better economy to keep out 
excess of oygen, and havejcured grass for 
fodder. There is ‘a great saving of labor too 
in housing hay the sume day as cut, 
which of itself in a strong argument, for 
tho sydiem. Every wetting§by dew, every 
hour's stin afler the grass is wilted, lessens 
the value of the fodder. We can take ad- 
vantage of the idea by providing tight barns 
and keeping them closed until the hay has 
one through its “sweat,” which isa slight 
ermentation which drives off excess of 
moisture without injury to the hay, if ex- 
cess of oxygen ia not permitted in the 
meantime.—-Scienfific Parmer. 


Bees in Old Hives. 


Dagden’s ‘* Bee Book " says: ‘' Never 
put @ swarm of bees in an old hive,as there 
will almost certainly be the egg of the 
honey-moth deposited in thé crevice of the 
hive, which will hatch out and probably 
destroy the swarm. Nothing is more to be

The Financier says that bankera could, 
if they choose, tell a goo deal about the 
yrowing prosperity of Ireland, Bankers, 
itis true, do not actually see, by any 
means, ull the savings of the people, but 
they come across a portion of them. Bank- 
ers in Ireland occasionally, and indeed 
frequently, have their attention much 
struck by the magnitude of the deposits 
which are lodged with them by persona of 
apparently very hamblé means. This 
feature is satisfactory in more senses than 
one. In the first place, such deposits prove 
that the people are doing well and saving 
money. In the next place, they show 
that the desire to hoard, and to hold 
money back from remunerative employ- 
ment, is dying out, or, rather, is being 
superseded by a more enlightened percep- 
tion of the uses to which money may be 
put, and the advantage to be derived from 
it,

WATER AND LIGHT FOR HEAT 


At appears) tolorably eortain! now? that a) 
omparitively, inexpensiye procoss in the 
manufacture of lighting and” heating gas 
from water has been discovered, and that 
it is coming into oxtensiye operation, The 
number of failures to. produce gas from | 
wator at a rate which would be remunora 
tive had led most, persons,to believe that 
such a process would never be discovered. 


Gas Process " was initroducedy st the town 
of Phewnixyille, Pennsylvania, some years 
ago, and’that it has boot! supplying it with 


it has boon introduced into Conshohocken, 


Penn., some two years ago, supplying it 
with 12,000 cubio feet por day, one man 
making his gas, collecting the bills and at- 
tending to the whole machinery ; that it is 
in operation at Columbia, Penn., supply- 
ing 22,000 foot daily; that it suppliod 200,- 
000 foot daily to the townof Utica, though 


down ; that within the present year it has 
been introduced into..soveral mills in vari- 
ous parts of the “country ; and that at| 
Kingston, Canada, works for the general 
uso and supply of water gas were being 
erected, Various other towns are about 
to construct works for the “‘ Lowe Water 
Gas” preduction. In Manayiink, a auburb 
of Philadelphia, test works wore construct- 
ed during the past summer, and went into 
operation onthe 14th of August of the | 
present year. Great compactness in the | 
works, rapidity and cheapness in produc- 
tion seein to indicate that it is to be the | 
illuminator of the future. “The new works | 
at Manayunk occupy only about.a tenth of 
the area of the old gas works, and supply 
twice the quantity of gas, while the cost of | 
twenty candle gas delivered into the hold- 
er, inclusive of labor and interest’ on the 
investment, is admitted by the managers to 
be about 35 to'40 pér cent. less than that 
of coal vas of sixteon-Candle power suppli- 
ed to the city. If the price of pespelphn 
should be lessened, the cost will be still 
less, It appoars that about three gallons 
of petroloum are sufficient to. liberate from. 
the water a thousand cubic feet of gas of 
twenty-candle power, 

It appears from an article in the Engincer- 
ing and Mintig’’ Journal that by the 
** Lowe process" gas for heating purposes 
can be made at an expense of noc more 
than 15 cents per 1,000 feet, which would 
allow its sale to consumers at the rate of 
not more thin 50 cents per 1,000 feet, Gas 
can be applied to smelting and other pur- | 
poses requiring great heat, it is said, more | 
economically than directly fromcoal, We 
are assured that not more than two or 
three per cent of the heat generated can be 
utilized in crucibles and furnaces, though 
when the fadl is mixed with the material 
to be smelted, twenty, |thirty' or forty per 
cent has been realized, It is urged that 
the maximum of economy intheating!{ia at- 
tained by admitting anto the »combustion 
chamber fuel ready to burn. ~ When coal is 
used it has first to be conyerted in the 
chamber into gas, and then. there is about 
thirty aid cent of nitrogen evolyed which 
not only is of no use, but actually prevents, 
as far as it ‘can, so to speak, the heating 
rocess, Then for the purpose of heating 
ouses, the price being sufficiently low, 
which at 50 cents per,000 feet it would 
seem tobe, it would appear to be préefer- 
able to any other mode, Box stoves, base- 
burners, | open) gtates, and, other kiowll 
modes of heating will have to follow the 
tallow candles of former days into old curi- | 
osity shops and country houses. The good 
woman who manages such ‘matters will 
only have to turna faucet and apply'a 
match, and in a few minutes the breakfast 
will be ready. No cinders, no ashes, no 
dust, Many of our readers will live to see 
these predictions realized. Man is a per- 
tinacious animal, and keeps on tugging at 
difficulties till at last they tind it of no use 
to resist further, So it was with steam, 
and so it is with water gas, and so may it 
yet be with many things which we now 
pronotince impracticable! 


DISSEMINATION OF DISEASE AT FUNERALS. 


There is good reason to believe (says the 
Lancet) that disease is occasionally dissem- 
inated through the medium of funerals. 
We have at least one fairly’ authénticated 
instance in this country of diphtheria being 
diffused broadcast through the crowding 
incidental occasionally’ to the last cere- 
mony. In America this question is begin- 
hing to receive much attention, and several 
cases have been reported of late where the 
Transmission of the disease from the corpse 
seemed highly probable, ‘Che Suffolk 
District Medical Society sent out four hun- | 
dred circulars to medical practitioners with 
4 view to ascertain the opinion of the pro- 
feasion on the alleged danger of permitting 
papi funerals of persons who had die 
rom diphtheria, Two hundred and thirty- 
nine answers were received ; of! these 143 
writers expressed a belief in’ the possible 
danger of contagion at such: funerals ;' 17 
believe that there is danger from funerals 
in the houses of the deceased, mt none 
in churches; 29 consider that in the pre- 
sent state of knowledge thore is no justifi- 
cation in prohibiting public funerals ; while 
8 record cireumstances which “occurred in 
their own experience cofifirmatory of the 
proposition that peril"iiay ensue, but the 
testimony these latter advance is not quite 
satisfactory... Che society, after due con- 
sideration, recommend that funerals at the 
housed ‘of thosethat have died of diphtheria | 
should bo private, owing to possible expos- 
ure to the poison of the disdase, English 
physicians and sanitarians might well de- 
vote some time to the examination of this 
subject.

Ifa Place 
can be found for it, a fe rnery on a table in 
one corner will be no slight addition to the 
attractions of the room, an aquarium, 
stocked from a neighboring stream or pond 
before Jack Frost has-bound it with a tight 
cover, 

To mufile the clatter of little boota there 
must be a thick woolen carpet. Inlaid 
floors with mats placéd here and there are 
doubtless ‘bygienic,” and may bo very 
good for grown people, who can lift chairs 
instead of pushing them alony, and step 
over mats without turning them up at tho 
corners or catching their feet in them and 
falling down ; but for the mother of rol- 
licking children the distraction of a bare 
floor with mats will be more w earing than 
the dust of a carpet will be injurious. But 
if on all the articles of heavy furniture 
there are rollers, it will be an easy matter 
to take up the carpet every few weeks, havo 
it shaken and put down again. The cur- 
tains in this family room should be of cot- 
ton or linen only. Heavy damask may 
have a rich and‘ comfortable appearance, * 
but we want light in our winter rooms, and 
we do not want hangings that absorb all 
kinds of exhalations, and are incapable of 
being easily cleansed. 

At night ourliving room should be light- 
ed by hanging or bracket lamps, so placed 
that in any part of the room one can ait 
and read with no apprehensions of accident 
by the overturniug of the table, or annoy- 
auce by the unexpected change or removal 
of the light. Cast-iron brackets may be 
had for $1.50 per dozen, and if they were 
in more general use as lamp supporters we 
should have fewer accidents by fire and 
more comfort at night. Securely fastened 
to the wall, at a distance from the stove 
or register should bea thermometer, in 
which the mercury should never be allowed 
to rise above seventy degrees or fall below 
sixty-eight degrees. By ita side, if there 
were such an instrument, and ‘it isto be 
most earnestly wished that there were, 
should be the ‘‘ air tester,” from which 
with certainity the sanitary condition of 
the air in the room should be ascertained 
and noaious gases in it made to show them- 
selve. This is the ‘‘ hygrometer” by 
which the moisture in the air can be ascer- 
tained, {nd in houses heated with hot air 
furnaces it is very wellto haye one. If 
the plants in the room drop their leaves, 
the obvious inference is that the airis too 
dry, and.means thould be deyised to in- 
crease the moisture in it. The minor de- 
tails of furniture in tho living room will 
naturally suggest themselves, and if tho 
spirit that presides over this department is 
one of love, peaco, cheerfulness, hope, be- 
nefjcence, what will be lacking to make 
this room, not Bethel the gate of heaven, 
but a heayen of delight to all tho inmates |

Smelting Iron with Petroleum, 


As our readers are aware, experiments 


have been mado of late in Marmora by 
Messrs. MoCorquodale and Holmes, of 
Chicago, with the view of determining the 
highly important question, whethor or not 
iron can be successfully smelted from the 
ore by the uso of crude potro 
It will readily be apprehonded by all who 
give a moment's consideration to the aab- 

ject, that, wore the experiment successful, 

a great improvement would be mado in the 

prospects of our back country, 

of the ores in which, and tho extent o! 

deposits, it is not necossary to inform those 

who have perused our columns in past 
yoars. From time to time we have had 
discouraging reports regarding the experi- 
ments of tho gentlemen named, but it af-| 
fords us now pleasure in being able to an- 
nounce that our information is such 
as to justify a boliof ‘that 
operations have resulted in a success 
which is most gratifying. Using the 
ordinary Blairton ore, thoy have suc- 
ceeded in producing a quality of iron of | 
surpassing ‘excellence, it being, as takon | 
from tho smelting furnace, fit for use with- 
out undergoing the further process of 
puddling and rolling. Spocimons of the 
ore, of the iron cast from it, and of the 
pig-iron heated in a blacksmith’s forge, and | 
hammered out into various forms, were 
exhibited, proving conclusively the success 
of the experiment, The cost of producing 
aton of ironat Marmora, by the use of 
coal, would be not less than 820 per ton: 
Messrs. McUorquodale «& Holmes inform 
us that, by the use of one and one-half 
barrels of petroleum, they can produce a 
ton of iron at a cost of not to exceed one- 
third of thatamount. It needs not that 
we should enlarge on these facts. They 
bear on their face the announcement of a 
revolution in the manufacture of iron, and 
acertainty of the utilization of our vast 
mineral wealth, which has too long lain 
dormant. With such a process in oper- 
ation}there would be a sure return for 
investments, consequently the trade would 
be largely engaged in, and Belleville would 
become the great centre of the iron trade— 
the future Pittsburg of Canada. 

Messrs. McCorquodale & Holmes are not 
prepared to put up furnaces, but we under- 
stand that they are now on their way to 
Toronto, at the request of certain parties 
there, to exhibit the resnlt of their experi- 
ments, which, if satisfied with the result, 
the Torontonians peopose to establish works 
in that city, bringing the oil from Petrolia 
and the iron from Marmora,

process and to put up the necessary ma- 
chinery in any works which may be erected, 
the question arises, would it not be advis- 
able that the profits to be derived from the 
manufacture of iron by this process, if it be 
proved beyond doubt to be indeed what it 
is represented to be,and what we are led to 
to believe it to be,should be secured for our 
own town.

To the Hon, Commissioner of Crown Lands 
Sor Ontario + 

Sir,—The undersigned Committee, appoint- 
ed at a meeting of the Ontario and Quebec As- 
sociation, held at the City of Ottawa on the 
Ath of October last, to confer with the Hon. 
Commissioners of Crown Lands for the Pro- 
yinces Of Ontario and Quebec, for the purpose 
of devising some scheme to prevent the recur- 
renceof fire inthe timber limits of the said Pro- 
vinces beg leave to submit the following state- 


The Commitieo view with serious appre- 

hension the annual destruction by fire of 
large quantities of valuable pine timber 
#lroughout the Provinces of Untartio and Que- 
bec, mainly caused, as we are convinced, by 
tho most reckless carelessness on the part of 
settlers, lumber operatives, and sportamen, 
and entailing an almost incalculable loss up- 
on the country, in the shepe of revenue and 
the value of the labor which would be em- 
ployed, and products consumed in converting 
the raw matorial and conveying it to markot. 
The Committce helieve that a thorough and 
rigid enforcement of the law would tend in a 
great measure to remedy the eyil cofnplained 
of, and are unanimously of opinion that the 
only meansto a about a proper observance 
of the law woyld ho to divjjo the timber fer- 
ritory in each Proviuce {nto districts, and the 
appointment of a sufficient number of proper- 
ly authorized and permanent Provincial officers 
for each district, whose duty it would be to 
excercise the utmost vigilance and warn all 
parties within their respective districts against 
avy infringement of the law ; and who would 
also be clothed with power to arrest and 
bring before 4 magistrate any person suspéct- 
od clhaying wilfully or negligently caused the 
spread of fire in thé woods. 
Tho committee would also respectfully sug- 
gest that all owners of limita be furnished by 
the Department of Crown Lands with copies of 
all Acta respecting the prevention of forest 
fires, ' together with copies of all rules and reg- 
ulations ofthe Department bearing on the 
subject ;and that ail lm|t-halders he roy 
quired to insteact their agents and foremeén to 
exorcise the utmost cary and vigilance over 
their employees,to prevent,thom from causing 
the spread of fire,

OLD NEWSPAPERS FOR PLANTS. 


Newspapera aro a very cheap and con- | 
yenient protection to plants liable to the 

exposure of cold air. But the advantage of 
several thicknesses is not well understood. 
They operate in the same way as forest 
leaves, namely, confine thin strata of air be- 
tween their layers; only newspapers, be- 
ing larger than leaves, hold the thin plates | 
of air more perfectly. A large number of 
papers spread ono above another, will afford 
an amount of protection from cold that will 
be surprising to those who haye not given 
them a trial. 


A FISH EXP. 


ERIMENT. 


An interesting experiment has been made | 
by Mr. K. N. Fairbanks, of Genova, Wis. 
in stocking Geneva Lake with food fish: 
The past year ho has hatched out, and in- | 
troduced at his own expense, 250,000 sal- 
mon trout, 126,000 white fish, 10,000 land- 
locked salmon, 25,000 Californian salmon, 
50,000 brook trout and 1,000,000 wall-eyed 
ike, or nearly a million and-w half in all. 
he question as to the sufliciency of animal 
food for these fish iamet,in Mr. Fairbank's | 
opinion, by the occurrence of a sort of 
white fish, known as cisco, in immense | 
abundance, which can -only be captured | 
during a few daysinthe year, but which | 
abound throughout the year in the deep 
waters Spaeaaiele to the fish large enough 
to devour them, 


A SUBSTITUTE FOR COAL. 


The’ proposition to. supersede coal by 
the uso of carbonic gas ‘extracted from 
chalk has been subjected toa practical 
test, and with very os 
Extracted and applied to anthracite, it 
produces a strong flame and heat, and at 
so slow a rate of combustion that a good 
tire was maintained for twenty-nine hours 
in afurnace which heats a church, with | 
only fifty-six pounds of anthracite. and an | 
equal quantity of chalk mixed with it dur- 
ing that time. Through the aid of this re- 
markable property of chalk the lignite 
known as shale may be used for the pro- 
duction of an illuminating gas to an extent 
which will appear incredible. Even the 
coarsest clayofthis singular formation is 
full of gas, and the experiments made in 
England, though imperfect, show that one 
ton of this substance, together with a due 
proportion of chalk, will yield as large’ an | 
amount of gas as eight tons of ordinary 
coal. From these tests the inventor | 
argues that London will be warmed and 
lighted at half the present cost; the smoke, 
dust,and other nuisances inuat be avoided, 
and the kitcheu fire, with some slight 
alterations in the grate, might supply the 
house with light. Finally, lignite and 
authracite beds would become valuable, 
and chalk would be exported as coal now | 
is. 


DO NOT SLEEP IN A COLD ROOM. 


Dr. Hall says that cold bed chambers 
always imperil the health and invite fatal 
diseases. Robust persons may safely sleep 
in a temperature of forty or under, but 
the old, the infant and the frail, should 
never sleep in a room where the stmosphere 
is much under 50 deg. Fahrenheit. 

All know the danger of going directly in- 
to acold room from a very warn room. 
Very few rooms, churches and theatres and | 
the like, are ever warmer than seventy deg. 
If it is freezing out of doors it is thirty | 


the difference being only forty degrees 
more, Persons will be chilled by such a} 


change in ten minutes, although thoy may 
be actively walking. But to be still in bed, 
nothing to promote the circulation, and | 
breathe for hours an atmosphere of forty 
or even fifty degrees, when the lungs are 
always at ninety-oight, is to> great a | 
change. 

Many persons wake up in the morning 
with inflammation of thejlungs who went to 
bed woll,and aro surpriaed that this shonld | 
be the case. The causo may be found in 
aroom, the window of which has been 
foolishly hoisted for ventilation. The 
water cure journals haye done an incalcul- 
able injury by the blind and indiscriminate 
advice of hoisting the window at night. 
The rule should be everyWhere, during | 
that part of the year when fired are kept | 
burning, to avoid hoisting 'the windows. 
It is safer and better to leave the cham- 
ber door open, as also the fireplace ; then 
there is a draft up the chimney, while the 
room is not so likely to become cold. If 
there is some fire in the stove all night, leave 
the window openvan inch. It is safer to | 
sleep in a bad air all night,with a tempera- 
ture over fifty, than in a pure air with the 
temperature under forty. The bad air 
may sickén you, but cannot kill you ; the | 
pure air can and does kill very often.

{otters -— "John “S.~ Tolton, “Walkerton, 
about $187,000 ; Neilson & Co,, Belle- 
ville, about $200,000 ; a Toronto firm about 
$205,000 ; D. Moore & Co., Walkerton, 
about $212,000, The Minister, Mr, Mac- 
kenzie, passed over the loweat tenderer, 
who was $13,000 Iéas than tho second low- 
est. And he also passed, by the second 
lowest, who was $5,000 leas than the third 
lowest, Moreover, ho passod bythe third 
lowest, who was $8,000 below the fourth 
and highost. Tho model Minister selected 
the very highest. (D. Moore & Co.,) as the 
proper men to be contractors, although 
they were $25,000 higher than the lowest 
tenderer, Either, of the three other ten- 
derors compared favorably intinancial stand- 
ing with Moore & Co, +) Tolton, especially, 
was highly reconimended by the Merchants’ 
Bank, with whom hejhad dealt for many 
years, the Manager declaring that ho was 
“one of the best and most honorable con- 
tractors in Canada ;” that so good a repn- 
tation had he established in the Bank that 
the Manager felt ‘‘disposed at all times to 
give him what he required ;"” that he was 
‘possessed of a'very considerable means 
and could at any time command the names 
offthe strongest men.” The sureties offer- 
ed were ‘good substantial men,” both the 
tenderer and his sureties being recommend- 
ed in the highest terms by the local Grit 
M. P., Mr. D. Stirton. Tolton naturally 
expected to receive the contract, especially 
as he had previously made an excellent. re. 
cord for himself as a contractor. He was 
undeceived by a Gritagent whom he sent

Lonxvon, Dec. 21.—The Standard's Vienna 
| despatch says that accounts of firing on the

| flicting. The Sorvians allege that the Afaros 
came too near the guns of the fortress, After 
she had been three times warned off, a sentry 
red on her. Tho German as well as the Aus-

Mean Fellows. 


Men who get the reputation of being | 


mean fellows, are, very often, not half so 


mean as those who gives them the name, It | 
is Vory easy to got such a reputation in this | 


country, wheré pecuniary prudence is sel: 
dom appreciated, and, indeed, liable to be 
Misunderstood. The. extravagant, the im- 
provident, form ao largo a part of our na- 
tive population, that they who have differ- 


ent habits are apt to be regarded unjustly. | 
Being Wnwilling to Waste their money, or | 


to'dpend what they feel they caw not afford 
to; or having @ laudable desiré'to accumu- 
late somoth they are set down as mean. 
Their detractors consider meanness only 
from a pecuniary point of view, without re- 


gard to the moral aspect, the motive, oF two Protestant ministers intended to hold 


the cause. Making themselves the stand- 
ard of generosity, whatever ‘differs from 
them is the opposite of the virtue they claim 
#0 fully to represent... ‘This easy, one-sided 
logic comforts them for any, doticiencies 
they may suspect themselves of, in rare 
moods of humanity, and'fifids éxpreasion {1 
such phrase as ¢°* Tmay have faults, but 
nobody. ean. accdve me of a:bad heart ;’ 
‘Whatever my failing, meanness is not one 
of them ;’ * don’t squeege a dollar until 
the eagle screains.” 

All this is very true in a certain material 
senso. They are careless of money 4s 
any one can Wish, far nioré careleas than 


their creditors who “stiffer” by the very | 


liberality boasted! of. — Thatis tho chief 
trouble 5 in: their indifference! to dollars 
and cents, they do not .pause to think 
whether what they, have in their pockets 
belongs to them or to somébody elac, And 
in this the mean fellow not unfrequently 
has tho advantage ‘of them. He may 
believe and declare that-one’s first duty is 
to pay a debt, and that until) the debt is 
paid an unnecessary ure of money is tanta~ 
mount to dishonesty, ‘That is fine- 
drawn ethics,” say the open-handed ; 
‘* that is preaching, a mere assumption, 
probably to cover up niggarliness, One 
who is always thinking of his debts is mor- 
bid : they will be provided for in due sva- 
son ; it is unwise to fret about them. A 
man must live.” 

The number of men who grow morbid 
by undoe reflection on their debts is very 
limited—almost imperceptible, “The mor- 
bidness, jf it be such, isin their.not roflect- 
ingjon them all, and in their willingness to 
make new ones wheneyer. o¢casion offers, 
He who is convinced that they should in- 
variably be met, and acts upon his convic- 
tion, 18 naturally prudent and economical 
in order that he may not be troubled by 
them at any time, And from his prudence 
and economy ho is exposed to the accusa- 
tion of meanness by men who follow an- 
other: course. The mean fellow’ prefers 
justice to generosity, and the good fellow, 
as he is usually, considered, prefers generos- 
ity to justice, Jt would be well to unite 
the two ; but it is very hard to do so, es- 
pecially for persons of small means, and it 
is seldom attempted. Strictly speaking, 
there can be no generosity until justice is 
satisfied ; but we tise the term loosely, us 
entirely independent of justice, and such 
is its xccepted méaning, 

Justice is a sober, plan, homespun qual- 
ity; there is nothing specious, showy, en- 
ticing in it ; it walka in private ways, and 
gets no credit for being, what it is, Gen- 
erosity, on the other hand, is shining, flat- 
tering, seductive ; it goes abroad, and wins 
4 reputation that it seldom deserves. The 


good fellow knows this, and profits by his | 


knowledge. When he spends with a grand 
air what really does not belong, to, him, 
when he gives away that which is duc to 


somebody olso, he is conscious that he is | 


earning @ false fame ; but then, it is fame— 
a fame, he thinks, that will cover up his 
shortcomings elsewhere. The mean fellow 
wants to he genuine ; he would rather bo 
than seem ; and hé disoharges his duties 
conscientiously, without caring toincur the 
fayor of his ordinary acquaintances. He 
has more price than the good fellow, though 
not nearly so much vanity, He suffers in 
the public estimation, but privately, he ean- 
not blame hirgelf } and so he goes on hig 
way, nenyied and ynenyying. 

The mean fellow's life ig likely to bear 
examination better than the good fellow’s. 
The worst of the former is on the outside, 
and that of the latter on the inside. Both 
may have equally kind intentions ; but the 


habits of the good fellow often compel him j 


to stop with intentions, from the absence 
of the wherewithal that constitutes, per- 
formance. The mean felldw, by practis- 
ing self-denial, by yefusing to humor the 
craving of his self-love, is enabled to trans- 
late his sympathy and benovelence into 
solid acts, and thus gainshis secret spirit- 
ual reward. Ourmean fellow, of course, 
ia not veritably such ; but he is so called 
because he is misjudged, He may be a 
little close ; but it will be generally found 
that he is closer to himself than to others. 
At any rate, he wrongs nobody; he does 
not shake personal faith ; ‘he does not 
cause positive unhappiness. ‘He may be 
unpopularerho frequently is—because he 
never courts popularity, but he. is apt to 
wear woll mat long, while tho | 

fellow fails’ to improve on ac 
Serious flaws in this one's character are 
shown on itivestigation, certain micannéssee, 
not natural, perhaps, but eagondered by 
continued endeavors to keep up appear- 
ances,and make generosity atono for lack of 
common justice, FHe doos not maintain 
his self-respoct, and the hours;are many 
when hé would most gladly exchange places 
with men ho has helped to advertise as 
mean, 

Tho mean follow, notwithstanding his 
want of Detonstrativeness, sociability, 
readiness, and magnotism, often. proves on 
intimacy to be a firm friend, a devoted son, 
an excellent husband, a model fathor, 
Such as wo are frequvntly. called on to 
make up for the good follow’s derelictions, 
to stand in the breach which the latter has 
deserted, tosmootho thepath he has obstrnet 
od ir.hisattompta to over-do, Inmiddle life,

Protestants neod be under no_misappre- 
hension with regard to the sort of religious 
freedom which is to be tolerated in Spain. 
Alfonso and his supporters are manifestly 
conipletely under the control of Rome. Tho | 
King, since Don. Garlos abandoned the 
struggle for the crown, has been made to 
feel that it is by the grace of the Popo that 
ho isallowéd to reign. His ministers must 
obey the behests of the Vatican, or they 
will sqon loso their positions, Closer and 
dloser the restricting influence is being 
gxerted.” Now the freedom of worship 
clause in the Constitution is a sham of the 
most transparent nature. Tho other day 


4 prayer-nieoting in a small villagoin San- 
tander, near the French frontier.  Forth- 
with the Mayor forbade their doing so, 
although there was nothing done or intend- 
ed to be done to violate the law, which was 
supposed to. grant Protestants somo free- 
doin to worship God. . Only eighteen, per- 
sons Were present ; but this was too much 
for the endurance of the officials, and 
legal proceedings have been taken against 
the ministers, 

There’ is additional interest to us in this 
case from tho fact that one of the ministers 
is Mri Gulick, ‘w»citizen'/of this country.

Church of Rome is the 
agressor, then, of course, it isall right. 
Consistency has never been part of the 
plan of Romanism. Popery has never 
been true to dnything but its‘own aggran- 
dizement. 

It is no wonder, then, that many of those 
influential men to: whom Spain is indebted 
for what awakening she: has manifested, 
should begin to inqnire whether subsery:- 
ence to a foreign power is not tuo great a 
price to pay for the semblance of a conati- 
tutional government at home, Ttalian pro- 
gress in dealing with the members of the 
hierarch cannot fail to have its influence on 
Spain. Italy has now come to the point 
where the complete control of the Vatican 
is in order, and there is reason to beligve 
that the Pope must contribute to the sup- 
port of the Italian government just the 
samie as other subjects or residents of the 
country.’ Perhaps the best thing which 
could happen to Spain is the continued dis- 
play of aggressive intolerance, Thought 
will thus be stimulated and tho seods for 
a better government be sown, —N. Y. Wit- 
ness.

volunteered to support hin, Feeling that his 

health would not permit of his continuing 
the canvass, he would retire, and on a future 
occasion he would probably ask their sup- 
port, 

Mr, Joun Faney deolared that he was not 
a candidate for the Mayoralty, being ongagod 
in the canvass for a seat in the Council for 
Baldwin Ward. He should have liked to 
have referred to some matters which had 
been touched upon, but as he was responsible 
only to the olectors of Baldwin Ward, he 
would explain at a proper timo and place, He 
cordially agreed with Mr, Robertson as to 
the undesirability of changing the name of 
the place on its incorporation as a city. He 
hopod that hia conduct in the future would 
merit the approbation of his follow citizens. 
With these remarks ho would retire. 

Mr. N. B. FAtKiver had no intention to 
be a candidate, as they wore all aware, He 
was a momber of the Council in 1874, and had 
been charged with every crime inthe calendar, 
but no man had the weifare of the town more 
at heart than he had, Ho could explain to an 
open opponent, but could not quiet the slan- 
derer, and said it was the most unprofitable 
of all occupations to engage in public life. 
There were charges made that the Town's af- 
fairs were corruptly conducted, but let those 
who said so put their own hands to tho 
plough. He was pleased with the retirement 
of Mr, Robertson, whom ho liked as well as 
any man that breathod, but he was gratitied 
with his retirement, and would fight 
for him like a tiger when he of- 
ferod for any public position. It was no time 
for friends to be fighting, and the trouble was 
yrith certain parties that there was to be no 
fight, He had great pleasure in withdrawing 
in favor of his friend Mr. Foster, and would 
bo pleased to see so kindly hearted a citizen 
again elected to the Mayoralty. 

Mr. Henny Bueecker, nominator of Mr, 
Wills, said he was unable to state whether 
that gentloman would be a candidate or not, 
but ho feard there would not bo a contest. 
Mr. Fauxrxerasked had Mr, Wills author- 
ized Mr. Bleecker to use his name ? It would

‘As thero have been sere 
alterations mado in the Ballot Act as ap- 
plied to municipal elections, a statomont of 
the principal points will not be out of place 
at tho present time. In the first place, 
different sets of ballot papers are now re- 
quired for Mayor, or Reeve and Doputy 
Reeve and Councillors, All olectors, no 
matter in how many Wards they may be 
qualified, have bu’ one vote for Mayor,and 
that thoy are requested to cast in the Ward 
or Division in which they reside ; or other+ 

wise where they first vole, and there only. 
The penalty for voting more than once 
for Mayor, or for Reeve or Deputy Reeve, 
is fifty dollars, which, with full costs, is re- 
coverable by any one*who sues for the 
same by action of dobt in the Division | 
* Court, having jurisdiction where tho of- 
person 


fence was committed ; and any 
against whom judgment is rendered shall | 
bo ineligible either as a candidate or elect- 
or at the next annual elections. 

Persons who are assessed for $400 in- 
come and are otherwise qualified are to be | 
entitled to vote ; but such persons, 80 | 
qualified, who have been returned by the 
Treasurer as having failed to pay their | 

” taxes before the Lith of December next 
preceding the election shall not be placed 
upon tho voter's list. 

Returning Officors and agents may vote | 

- at the polling places where thoy are em- 
ployed, as previously. 

Returning officers will note all objec- 
tions made to voters by the candidate or 
his representative at the counting of the 
votes and shall decide any question arising 
out of the objection, He shall also num- 
Der each objection and place a correspond- 
ing number on the back of the ballot paper. 
A separate packet is to be made containing 
the papers objected to. 

The other provisions of the Amended Act 
refer to the dutiesof the Returning Officers. | 

Tn addition to the issue of separate bal- | 
lot papers for Mayor (or Reeve and DeputY 
Reeves and Councillors) the form of the 
paper has been slightly altered. As for- |

Ubristmas Carols. 


All over the Christian world, from the day 
when Christianity itself was young, Christmas 
Eve and Christmas Morning have been wedded 
to music and song. The marriage was ind 
prefigured in old Pagan times, when Odin 
and Thor and Freva and all Walhalla fought 
against Loki and his wicked brood—Midgard 
the Serpent, Fenris the Wolf, and Hela the 
Pale Queen of Death. Baldour the Good was 
slain by the Mistltoe but a few eye before 
Christmas, and the daughters of the fierce 
Vikings sang his praises, and in Runic rhythm 
foretold his coming triumphs centuries ago 
upon the Feastof Yule, as the day of the 
nativity was called by our Danish sires. But 
the victory of Walhalla was but the triumph 
of the sword, to be celebrated by the wassail | 
bowl. The old warriors’ conception of heaven | 
reached no higher than a stride from earth 
over the rainbow to the skies, where all day 
along the battle raged again, and all night 
Jong huge draughts of meade and ale were 
quatfed from the hollowed skulls of slaugh- 
tered foes, There was music then in heayen, 
but the music and the song were 
like the orgies to which they were chanted, 
wild weird, fierce and savage ; and although 
our own melody of the season owes a birth as 
different ax light from darkness, tradition and 
strength of the old race exercise a potent 
influence upon more modern Christmas prao- 
tices and Christmas melodies. 


This is indced not a little irregular, if we 
compare the first’ and the greatest of. the 
hymns of the season with the Tunes of the 
as.

Deo,” 

This was the first great burst of Christmas 
music; but 1415 years elapsed before the term |

How Cows Should go Into Win 
ter Quarters. 


Now wo have said an ossontial point in 
tho wintering of dairy stock in to have tho 
nimals in good, thrifty condition whon 
y go into tho stable at the commence- 
Doop milkera arg apt 
to mille down thin in, the fall, and whon 
there is disposition to lose flosh in this 
way, it is always woll to commence fooding 
ground grain, oat-moal bran and ship-stufts; 
sinco it is much casior and less oxpensiya to 
put on fléslr in the fall, When the woathor is 
comparativoly warm, than in winter, If the 
animals go into tho stable in good condition, 
and properly dried of their milk, they will 
continue to gain through the winter on good 
hay alone.” But if they get a dairy ration 
of roots, eithor carrots, turnips or mangolds 
—with a little straw to pick at from time to 
time as a change, they will come out in the 
spring in good, healthy, serviceable condi- 
. ‘They must be fod and watered with 
rogularity, and I prefer that tho feeding be 
three times a day—morning noon andnight.

‘fo Harden Butter. 


An English butter maker of large expe- 
rience, who is iow on # visit to this coun- 
try, forthe purposé of looking into our 
cheese and butter dairies, gives us the fol- 
lowing information concerning a tethod 
in practise among the best butter makers 
in England for rendering butter firm and 
solid during hot weather. Corbonate of 
soda and alum are used for the purpose, 
made into powder, bor twenty pounda of 
buttor, one teaspoonful of carbonate of 
soda and ono Sea of powdered alum 
are mingled together at the time of churn. 
ing, and put into the cream: ‘The effect 
of this powder is to make'the butter come 
firm and solid, and to give ita clean, sweet 
flavor, It does not enterinto the butter, 
but itsaction is upon the cream, and it 
passes off with the buttermilk. The in-, 
gredients of the powder should not be ming- 
led together until required to be used, or

HIGHT BODIBS FOUND.

The convent of the Sisters of Providence 
hero was destroyed by fire last night. The 
fire broke out about 9 o'clock, and is sup- 
posed to havo originsted from a defective 
stove-pipo ‘ : 

St. Elizabeth is a village in Joliette Co. 
| Que., on the river Bayonne, 40 miles N. E. 
| of Montreal. Population about 600. 

! LATER. 
Jonrerrs, Doo. 26. 

Last night, at 8:45, the Sister Superior 
of the Convent of St. Elizabeth made her 
usual visit through the whole convent, and 
saw nor suspected nothing. There was 
| neither smoke nor smell to load any one to 
| think of fire, All the community was in 
bed, when, at 20 minutos past nino, the 
whole convent was in flames, 

‘All that could be done for all the persons 
in the conyent was to hurry outside. The 
nuns aa woll as the children had only time 
to run out themselves without any clothing 
of any kind. It is believed that the fire 
originated between the floors, but none 
could suspect the cause. The building has 
| been burning till this morning,and, actual- 

ly, there still is much smoke coming out 
from thd ruins. The coroner called for was 
just preparing to proceed with the inquest 
atone o'clock when the Reverend Sister 
Superior and Sister Mario Ursule and an- 
other was admittedat the presbytery which 
is next to the convent. 

Thirteen porsons are missing, and haye 
perished in the conflagration. Their names 
are; Angele Dauphin, an old maid, aged 
63 years, kept thore by charity ; Elizabeth 
Gravel, aged 19 years ; Marie Louise Geff- 
roy, 10 years ; Pamelie Desmarais,9 years ; 
Maria Drolet, 10 years ; Lea Guilbault, 7; 
Georgiana Layallee, 10 years ; Lussena 
Layallee, 10 years ; Alida Pelland, 9 years 
all of Ste. Elizabeth ; Delima Layalleo, 10 
eara ; Rosanna Masse, 10 years ; Delina 
Masse, 11 years,of St. Thomas, and Molina 
Joly, of St. Felix. The property was in- 
sured to the amount of $24,000. 

Nothing at all was saved, The boarders 
in the conyent were 48 in number. 

The sisters of this convent belong to 
the Providence commumity, and the con- 
yent has existed since above 26 years. Ste. 
Elizabeth is nine miles from Joliette, and 
and last night it seems the blaze was seen 
from here in that direction.

The sisters 
in cuarge were six in number, the Lady 
Superior being Marguerite du Sacre Coeur, 
Some 50 Pee eres lived in the convent, 
while twenty infirm persons and 26 orphans 
inhabited the other wing. Directly the 
sad tidings reached the Order here, the 
Lady Superior started for the scene of the 
calamity. 


The Late John Hillyard Cameron. 
At the annual soiree of the Orange Lodge

He came 
afterwards to Belfast, and at a great meet- 
ing, on the 30th of January, 1861, address- 
edtho assembled Orangemen of the Pro- 
testant metropolis of Ulater. I hold in 
my hand the speechthat he then delivered. 
It was full of burningeloquence and ardent 
desires for the liberties of Orangemen and 
the maintenance of the rights of- Protes- 
tants. He did me the honor on two oc- 
casions of paying mea visit ; and, of all 
the men I ever knew, in anot yery limited 
range of acquaintanceship, I venture to ns- 
sert that never was there a truer Christian 
gentleman, never was there a worthier 
Orangeman, never was there an abler 
statesman than he who lies numbered with 
the dead ; and inmy name and yours | 
would venture to convey to his sorrowing 
relatives, the hospitality of whose house I 
enjoyed in 1872 in Toronto, tho heartfelt

‘The cows have not only more 
than paid thoir keeping in milk, but have 
steadily gained in flesh, and are now fair 
beef. Had I only fed common hay such as 
I had, they would not have paid their keep- | 
ing. Davieps 1 should state that all feed 
was scalded, and cold water added, making 
apailful atatime per cow. Tho butter 
made was very nico, far better than it 
would have been with only hay for fodder. 
Tam satisfied that bran is fully equal to 
shorts in value, and to mix with cornit is 
better. With bran at $20 per ton, and 
corn at $40, I would use as much corn as 
bran, and feed them mixed. I have said 
little abont the roots fed, my object being 
to determine the best kind of grain or feed 
to buy. But so well satistied am I with | 
the result of feeding roots, that I would | 
not on any account be without them. | 
Every farmer would find it to his advan- 
tage to raise from seventy-five to one hun- 
dred bushels per year for evary cow.

A Convicr ! 


That is whav I was in the 
ye —a convict, with a-rentence on 
my head of twenty years’ penal servitude, 
fifteen of them still to elapse, for forgery 
and embezzlement, the crime having been 
committed under circumstances (as the 
Judge remarked) of the mont revolting and 
exaggerated ingratitude—a cohvict in New 
South Wales. 

It seemed to mo at the time,andit seems 
to me atill, but a small thing for which I 
received a remission of the unfinished term 
of years, compared with the thing for which 
Twas found guilty and recéived my sen- 
tence. There was a rising, a sudden and 
purposeless rising, among the convicts,and, 
at a critical moment, Heayen in its mercy 
put into my head to do what they called 
an heroic d It saved the lives, they 
said, of the Governor and one or two 
prison-wardens, ond it gave me my free- 
dom. Let us say no more about it, 

My freedom ! What did that mean to 
2 Lot me try, bitter as is the recqllec: 


me- 
tion of that time, to recall somethir 
what it meant, something of wha 
prison life had been. 

T was in prison for five years and three 
months, When my servitude began, T used 
to lie sleepless at night ; sometimes stupid- 
ly wondering ; sometimes moaning in 
agony of misery; sometimes praying for 
swift and speedy death ; sometimes asking 
bitterly if prayer were any use, if there was 
anyone at allto hear and pity outside the 
white stone wall ; sometimes) meditating 
on some possible mode of suicide to end it 
all—becanse, you see, I was innoéent. 

At the beginning of my imprisonment, 
when Islept, my thoughts would fly back 
to the happy days of liberty. I saw my- 
self at school ; I was visiting my patron, 
master, and benefactor, Mr, Baldwin, to 
whom my dead father had been a faithful 
and trusted servant. He questioned mo, 
according tohis wont, on my progress in 
the classes; ho patted me on the head 
when I showed him jy prizes ; and when, 
at sigteen, he took me away from tho 
school, where he had paid for my education 
it was to give mea desk in his counting- 
house, with the promise of advancoment 
should I deserve it. As the years wenton, 
I saw myself pushed up with as much ra- 
pidity as was fair to others. Responsiblo 
work was pul into my hands, Attwenty I 
enjoyed such confidence as the head of a 
great City house could bestow on a young 
clerk, and I was allowed such a salary that 
L could live comfortably, and have my 
little sister Ruth—my only sister—to live 
with me. When my dreams reached this 
point I generally awoke with a start and a 
rush of thoughts, confused at first, but 
awiftly resolving themselves into the ghast- 
lytruth, For then followed the dreadful 
end—my good old master in the witness- 
box, telling, with sobs of a broken voice, 
how he had loved and typsted ye ; the im- 
mediate and unanimous finding of the ver- 
dict ; the voice of the judge—cold, stern, 
neyer to be forgotten—astating that, in the 
face of the facta before him, he must make 
a signal example of as black a case as had 
ever been revealed in a court of justice. 
The sentence of the court would be twenty 
years of penal servitude. And after that 
my little Ruth—oh ! my pretty, innocent, 
helpless little sister of ten—weeping before 
me,when she came to take her leaye of me, 
and I not able to do anything—not the 
least single thing—not able to say any 
word, not the least single word of comfort 
—too miserable even to assert my inno- 
cence | Icannot bear even now to think 
aboutit, For I was innocent. 

After a few months of prison-life 1 left 
off dreaming of the past. Then the present 
was with me, night and day—a present 
without joy, hope, or uncertainty pre- 


kenod in my brain, and in 

Jraggled, broken-winged fashion, 1 began 

to live again. What I read in the day I | 
thought over at night,until L knew all that | 
the books had to teach me. The doctor | 
brought more books, and I read them, and 

he taught me’ things not to learned in 

books, ‘Thus I becume in some sort « phy- 

sician and a surgeon, Once, when I show- | 
ed the doctor what I knew, he startled me 
into along forgotten hope. “ Whén your 
time is out,” he said, ** you might become 
an apothecary, they always want them in 
tho coolie ships.” 

Time out ! I felt a sudden giddineas, as | 
the blood rushed to. my head. ‘Time ont ! 
Ah! When! For there were fifteen years 
yet to serve ; and even with a ticket-of- 

save there were nine yeara before me. 
onty years of ago when I was sentenced; 
twenty-tive when the doctor spoke those 
kindly words of forecast ; I might be forty 
before my release could be counted on, for 
they are hard on forgers, What sort of a 
life was there beyond that fortieth year, for 
aman who has to begin over again, and 
carry such a burden of disgrace as mine, 
nough about the convict-tinie, I ro- 
ceived in due course a full remission of the 
remaining period. When I came away,the 
eke offered to shake hands with me, 

ecause he said I was a brave man, 1 ask- 
ed him to shake hands with me because I

tion true. Stay—there was another man ; 
one who not only believed, but know me 
innocent. The man who did it, But.who 
was he | For I had no enemy in the world, 
and there was no one whom I could rea- 


sonably suspect. ‘ 

I left the prison with an angry heart 
where I ought to have been most gratefal, 
for I realized more bitterly when I breath- 
ed the free air again, that, for the rest of 
my miserable life, 1 was to be a marked 
man. Go where I would, fly to the utter- 
most parts of the earth, there was no spot 
so retired, no place so remote, but that 
some echo of tho past might visit it, breath- 
ing my name and story ;there would be no 
moment when I should feel safe from the 
fear that some tinger might reach forth 
from the crowd, and point me out as 
Warneford the Forger—Warneford the 
Conyict. Why, the governor said that the 
papers were ringing with my ‘* heroic 
deed.” Somuch the worse for me, because 
it would make concealment more diflicult. 
Grateful! Why should I be grateful, I 
asked, for being delivered from an unjust 
bondage, with the stigma of dishonor brand- 
ed on my brow, plain for all mon to read 7 
Time cnough to think of gratitude, whea 1 
could plead before the world a proved and 
manifested innocence. 

The city of Sydney in those days was a 
quiet and peacetul place, noton the way 
to get rich, and with little to talk about. 
They wanted to make much of me and my 
explo: offers of employment came in ; 
people reasoned with me that, if I staid 
there, I should certainly get on; they 
pointed out other men who had worked 
their term, and stayed in the settlement, 
and were now flourishing and respected 
citizens. But I could not stay ; there was 
no rest possible to me till I was back in 
London. Iwanted'to see the old place 
again. I thonghtif I could havea quiet 
three months on board a ship, I could put 
things together in my mind better than I 
could doin theprison,and perhaps geta clue, 
Because, you sce, I never had been able, 
from the very beginning, to put things 
clearly to myself. Before the trial, I had 
but one thing to szay—I did not do it; of 
that alone I was certain. When my case 
came on, I stood like one in a dream, while 
the ciréurnstantial evidence piled itself up, 
and even my counsel could tind nothing to 
say forme, After the sentence I was as a 
ian who is stunned. 

And then another thought came over me 
as stood outside the prison wall,a thought 


sent without pain, shame,orsufferis 
for the leaden weights of degradation which 
never leaves a prisoner. Y' 

oftdisyrace, because the 
look in my face and shame me with aglance, 
You do not feel disgrace before a warder or 
an official, and yet the shame is that part 
of the punishment which the judge always 
forgets ; it comes after the sentence is 
worked out. There was no suffering, be- 
cause the day’s work brought the night’s 
fatigue, and there was no one at fall of 
evening in my solitary cell to keep me 
awake with reproaches ; but always that 
heavy load upon the brain, and the pre- 
sent, monotonous and dreadful as it was, 
with my night and day. I ceased in a very 
few months to think, to feel, to look for- 
ward. IL becamo a mach ; even the 
thought of my innocence died out of mo by 
degrees. 1 supposed that, somehow, 1 
must haye done it—perhaps in madness, 
perhaps in a dream jor rather I necopted 
the present, and forgot tho past. T even 
forgot poor little Ruth, and ceased to won- 
der what had becomo of her ; l forgot 
what I had boon; I was a convict ; there 
was nothing before mo but prison all my 
life.

That the conclusions 
which he reaches are sound, and that they 
will favorably commend themselves to all 
men, whether Protestants or Roman Cath- 
olics, who are above the desire of party ad- 
vantage from this unjustifiable sort of in- 
timidation, and are not fettered by preju- 
dice is certain. If this judgment be sustain- 
ed,as we feelassured that it must be, under

It is 
true, that like many other men not blessed 
with an abundance of this world's goods, 
the Judge borrowed money, and gave en- 
dorsed notes for it, but the complainant 
has failed so farto show that in these trans- 
actions was there anything out of the or- | 
dinary mode of doing business ; or that 
there was tho slightest attompt on the part 
of the Judge at using the power of his of- 
fico to obtain the money, or endorsers. 
What has transpired in this investigation, 
however, shows]that the bailiffs of the Court, 
have for years been in the habit of buying 
and selling their offices for from $40 to $200, 
but there isno evidence as yet to show 
that the Judge even knew of these pur- | 
chases, much less of being a party to them. 

In the interests of public morality and 
the credit of the Bench, we shall be glad 
to find that all the evidence is of no worse

Only one rule we would make about the 
answering of letters. If there has been 
that in the one you received which touched | 
a painful chord in your breast, which awak- 
ened harsh, or regretful, or bitter feelings, 
then be slow with your reply. Do not has- 
ten to send away the utterances of a mor- 
bid mind, the accents of impatience, or the 
upbraidings of anger. To overcast anoth- 
er’s sky by your own transient petulanco, 
or even by your just indignation, is not best. | 
There is a permanenoe about that which is 
written which it is unfortunate to give tq 
any but the sweeter and purer emotions of 
the heart. 

No lovelier and certainly no more desir- 
able accomplishment can be possessed by a 
lady than the faculty of writing happy, 
graceful and gracious letters. The good 
correspondent is sure of appreciation. As 
it is an accomplishmrnt within the reach of 
\ all, it is worth taking a little pains to secure | 
it. Next to writing ono’s self out in the 
best way, the study of such models as are | 
afforded in the recently published lives of 
men like Lord Macaulay and Norman Mac- | 
leod is the most practicable and easily avail-
